Bob's present courses include Biology, Political Science, English and French. 

Bob says he enjoys his French course and likes the way his professor in¬ 
troduces new and unfamiliar sounds. Studying French at George Washington, he 
has access to the Cultural Office of the French Embassy, the programs of the 
Alliance Francaise, which presents lectures and other programs in French, and 
foreign language bookstores. French plays are presented during the theatre 
season in the univcrcity'-?

Bob went out for crew in the fall and looks forward to rowing again in the 
spring. In one fall race. Bob says, "We were the boat that had the lead after 
the first 30 strokes but then we caught a crab, and lost." Actually they lost 
an oar. GW races eights, also «» varsity four and a graduate four. The famous

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Potomac River is only a few blocks from the GW campus, which ie located in the 
federal, historical section of Washington. 

Bob is no stranger to Washington since he and his family lived here for 
eight years, five years ago. His political science studies can be enriched 
at George Washington by visits to Capital Hill and by taking advantage of the 
series of speeches given by political figures at the university. The series 
is sponosred by the Political Affairs Committee of the university's Program 
Board. A special internship course is available to selected students to work 
on Capital Hill with a member of Congress, a Congressional Committee, or a 
national party committee. 

Should his studies in English lead to a close study of Shakespeare, Bob 
could pursue research at the world-famous Folger Shakespeare Library on Capital 
Hill. 

Photography is a hobby with Bob, and he likes to shoot pictures in available 
light, daylight or moonlight. He has taken some pictures during the fall, but 
not as many as he would like since he has devoted the major part of his time 
to studying. 

He decided to come to George Washington after hearing a traveling repre¬ 
sentative of the university tell about the institution and reflected on his 
emphasizing that "Your university experience is Just what you make it." 

Many options are now available to freshmen at George Washington as a : 
result of the sweeping reforms adopted by the university's liberal arts unit, 
Columbian College of Arts and Sciences, in June of this year. These reforms 
create the possibility for selected students to complete their degree programs 
in three years Instead of four; offer opportunities for students to earn up 
to 30 hours credit by examination; and provide special major-field programs 


tailored to individual student needs. 
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The changes are now being implemented and the program is expected to be 
operational next fall according to Professor Alton H. Desmond, Professor of 
Zoology, and Chairman of the Columbian College Committee on Programs. 

Major changes include: 

-The creation of a 90 -semester-hour bachelor's degree program (instead 

of the usual 120) for "extraordinarily able students," whose record Justifies 
selection by the faculty; 

-Authorization for earning up to 30 credit hours for advanced standing 

by incoming freshmen based on a variety of tests; 

-Elimination of all college-wide requirements in specific courses or areas 

except that all students must demonstrate basic competence in English composition 
in their freshman year; 

-Assignment to academic departments of the responsibility for setting 

general and major-field requirements for their own majors; 

-"Meaningful introduction" into the three major areas of knowledge- 

humanities, social sciences, and physical and mathematical aciences- instead 

of all previous general educational requirements 4 

—Provision for earning a "double major 4 " 

-Encoruagement to the student to choose his major field as early as 

possible, usually by the end of the freshman year, and to move at once under 
the academic advising of the major-field department ; 

-Provision for working ' '.ndivldualized inter-dopsrt"iental major programs 

for students with special interests .

rASTER'S IN ART THERAPY 

George Washington University has initiated a new, multidisciplinary master's 
degree program in art therapy, the field which uses art as a vehicle for the 
psychotherapeutic expression of personal problems. 

The program is given in accordance with the university's Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences newly developed degree, the master of arts in special studies. 

The 30-hour course of study bridges many disciplines--- psychology, art, 
psychiatry, education, and rehabilitation. The art therapy courses themselves are 
built upon the foundation laid by the Washington School of Psychiatry and will be 
taught in its specialized facility. 

Master's candidates must have some experience in the graphic and plastic arts. 
Applications for the term beginning in February 1972 are due by Jan. 1. 

The degree in art therapy, which can be achieved on a part-time basis, com¬ 
bines both theory and practice, as well as emphases on adults, children, and the 
family. 

The program in art therapy is coordinated by Bernard I. Levy, professor of 
psychology, and Elinor Ulman, assistant professorial lecturer, who is the founder- 
publisher of the American Journal of Art Therapy. 

Hanna Yaxa Kwiatkowska , assistant professorial lecturer, is also a consultant 
in art therapy to the National Institute of Mental Health. Mrs. Kwiatkowska 
is known for her research and clinical work in the frontier of family art therapy.

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She will teach seminars in the techniques of art therapy and the use of art in 
work with families. 

As the program develops, Edith Kramer, author of Art Therapy in a Children's 
Community and Art as Therapy with Children, will teach highly specialized and 
advanced seminars in art therapy with children. 

Although its roots span many years, art therapy has just recently become an 
organized discipline whose methods and insights are an aid in the communication 
of psychological insights. Where practiced, it is an integral part of mental 
health activities. 

The introductory courses in art therapy are open to interested students in 
related fields.
